ASSOCIATION 


“THE STORY OF. THE: WORD 
‘TEA’ 


GOVERNOR & THE REVERAGE 


The first. meeting of the Eng- 
lish Association was held yester- 
day in St. John's Cathedral Hall, 
when a large gathering assembled 
to hear an interesting lecture by 
His Excellency the Governor on 
“The Story. of the Word 'Tea’.” 

Sir Cecil said that he had en- 
deavoured to find a point of con- 
tact between the English word 
“tea” and the Chinese “cha,” ap- 
plied to a' commodity which had 
constituted 60 per cent. of the 
exports. of early Chinese trade 
with Europe, so important was 
the trade that there were tea- 
chests on the Colony’s badge. 

His Excellency expressed the 
opinion that the very word “tea” 
was Chinese, not English, al- 
though of the word even linguistic 
scholars have not finally solved 
the origin. It ig definite that 
there was no auch word aa “tea” 
in English till the seventeenth 
century; and none in Chinese till 
the first century A.D, 


“Chaw” and “Cha” 


“Chaw” was the English word 
In 1651, “cha” “the Portuguese 
word and “chai the Russian 
word, while the Italians used both 
“tay” and “sha”. The earliest re- 
ference to tea in extant literature 
was in a Chinese dictionary of 
ancient terms of the third century 
A.D, which defined “cha"-as “a 
small evergreen tree resembling 
the gardenia; a beverage is made 


from its leaves by boiling. Some 
call it “tu.” 

A Chinese treatise on tea of the 
eighth century A.D., attributed to 
a philosopher of the first century, 
states that “tu” is called “sha” in 
the South-west. Then, from a 
Shansi writer of the sixth century, 
we learn that both “cha” and 
“tu” were applied to the tea plant 
in the third century. 

“Toy” and “Tu” 

In Amoy in the China of Con- 
fucius and Menelus (1122-255 
B.C.) the word for tea was “tay,” 
and the Chinese adopted from the 
Confucius classics the ideogram 
“tu” for the ten plant, but had no 
word for tea, It was not until 
the Christian ‘era that they in- 
vented the ideogram “cha,” ‘but 
even after the invention of the 
word “cha,” “tay” was still used 
in the Amoy district. 

At first the beverage was not 
popular because it was too bitter; 
but from a writer who died in 
804 A.D., we learn: that tea was 
in common use in the sixth cen- 
tury. By 893 A.D., the use of tea 
was so upiversal that a tax was 
levied on it. In the ninth century 
the seeds were carried to Japan, 
and tea growing‘was carried out 
as far as 39 degree N. 

Earliest British Reference 


In European literature there 
was no mention of tea before 1559 
A.D, The Dutch learned to drink 
tea in the early seventeenth cen- 
tury-and' brought {t to Europe. 
The earliest British reference to 
tea is In a letter from! an agent 
of the East Indian Company in 
Japan, to o colleague in Macao, 
asking for “a pot of the best sort 
of chaw,”’ and the ‘Macao accounts 
show “three silver porringers for 
drinking chaw.” 

' YW London advertisement of tea 
appesréd {ii 1668, the first tea 
having gone to Britain from 
Amoy, and with it the pronuncia- 
tion “tay” still current in Amoy 
and used in France and Germany. 
Russia, on the “other hand, im- 
ported its tea’ with the northern 


pronunciation “cha” which they’ 


rendered ‘as “chal.”

“The ‘quarters occupied by 
Blucher are modest and simple— 
several big maps of China on the 
walls, and a blg map of Northern 
Manchuria just in front of his desk. — 
When I entered, a medium-sized, ’ 
fair haired man about 40, in mill. 
tary uniform but without.tho mili. 
tary mien, rose to his feet to meet 
me. We sat down and Blucher was 
first to speak. He talks calmly, 
and, accentuating every nentence, 
anid: 

“Tam a simple Russian rocks 
man, who fought as a private in 
the ranks of the Tsarist Army 
during the war with Germany, was 
wounded and promoted to non 
commissioned officer, and, after the 
October Revolution, enlisted in the 
Red Army, and fought against the 
armies of Admiral Koltchak; now 
our government has appointed me 
to command the Special. Far- 
Eastern Army. 

“‘T firmly insist. that the Soviet 
Government’ is not looking for war, 
Only to-day I signed an appeal to 
all Red! soldiers to maintain com- 
plete calmness. I am not a politi- | 
cjan but a simple soldier, ao it is 
diMcult for me to’ answer your 
question as to how, and when the 
Sino-Soviet conflict will be setcled, 
1 have information that the Chinese 
Army is,preparing for a winter 
campaign. I deny most emphatical- 
ly the rumours. that the Soviet 
troops were the first in the over- 
the-border raids. The ‘actual facts 
will disclose quite the opposite,”

EDUCATION 


With the examinations which 
take place this month in the achools 
of the Colony, it may be sald 
(anys the “Rock’’) that, al- 
though the pupils are not immedi- 
ately dismissed, the school year in 
Hong Kong comes to an end. The 
succeeding weeks up to Christmas 
are rather a time of post-mortems 
and of dolce far niente, of anxiaty 
and of expectations pntil the re- 
sults are published. Many caustic 
remarks anent the papers will be 
made by all concerned. That is 
only natural, for one cannot please 
everybody. The great fact, how- 
ever, is that for all it ia the end 
of the school year and for many 
the end of school life. 

Opinions as to the utility of, 
public examinations are very vari- 
ed. Some would abolish them alto- 
gether, some have actually abolish- 


‘led them, and, in their place, have 


introduced what they call “The 
Credit System.” 

In “The Credit System” the pro- 
motion of a‘ pupil from one class 
to another, and from school or col- 
lege to the University does not de- 
pend on the result of an examina- 
tion at the end of the scholastic 
year. It depends on the whole 
course of the year’s work, on the 
reports of masters and inspectors, 
on the general conduct of the 
aspirant during the previous school 
year. The school or college gives 
the certificates of promotion from 
class to class and the Leaving or 
Passing Out Certificate from the 
college to the University. It is a 
system which seems to give the can- 
didate a far better chance than does 
the hazard of an annual test, It 
takes into account not merely the 
ability of the boy or girl to answer 
questions, but covers the diligence 
and moral conduct of the child as 
well. . 

Defenders .of Examinations 


On the other hand we find many 
staunch -defenders of the Public 
Examination System. ‘Arguments 
of all kinds are advanced in its 
favour. It is urged that the hold- 
ing of examinations at the end of 
the year is a real incentive to both 
teachers and students alike to give, 
during the course of the year, of 
the very best that is in them, and 
that the ‘abolition of the periculum 
or “danger” would mean a marked 
dropping off in the enthusiasm and 
efforts of both. 

In the first place it may be very 
seriously questioned, whether boys 
and girls are, in general, such en- 
thusiastic workers and such con-

cause of examinations. It seems 
almost a truism to assert that they 
look upon them as an awful bore, 
as something which must be faced 
whether they like it or not, as 
something which forms. most dis- 
agreeable feature of school life. 
That is doubly true if the tests are 
held at a time which necessitates 
study instead of play during the 
holidays, Is it not: rather the 
nature of the,average—and we may 
say healthy—boy or girl not to tire 
themselves unduly until the’ last 
lap? Then they certainly.do be- 
come enthusiastic workers, if a 
feverish endeavour to master in 
one month what would normally 
require six can he called 
enthusiasm. Enthusiastic searchers 
after knowledge. _ Oh, not 
Enthualastic crammers of the mini- 
mum amount of matter requisite to 
get them on the pass list. How 
long will the matter so acquired 
last?) It will last just as long as 
it is needed, perhaps not quite so 
long as that. Examinations,do not 
make enthusiastic workers—for en- 
thusiasm postulates that the work 
is loved—but they do encourage 
cramming, and.cramming is not 
good. It fs a hectic development 
of the memory, not of the mind. 
The result is not altogether the 
fault of the teacher, it is not al- 
together the: fault of the child, it 
is rather the outcome of the system 
coupled with human nature aa {t is. 
Age of Competition 


Again we are told that examina-- 


tions are -necessary in this age of 
competition, in order to distribute 
the prizes with justice.

ment. It is a way, but is it the 
only way? It. is certainly a work- 
ing method when, let us say, a num- 
ber are competing for‘a position or 
a scholarship, but of what practical 
use is the system in school Ufe as 
an adjuster of competitive claims? 
There are no competitive clalms. 
There is this further disadvantage 
that the examiner does not know 
the candidates. He has probably 
never met them, He examines 
Papers not boys nor girls, and be- 
cause of that, tests very often do 
what they should not do.. They give 
a lazy, good-for-nothing, brilliant 
youngster, ‘who is the quintessence 
of sang-froid, a high place which 
he, on hia diligence and conduct 
during the year, does not deserve, 
and leave the steady plodder, not so 
brilliant, who is tired out at the 
end.of..a year’s genuine work, in 
the lurch. The results of the 
examinations should not ‘depend 
solely on the brilliance of the tn- 
dividual, but they do~and in the 
Present system it cannot be other- 
wise. No account is made of work 
done during the year, Oh, but the 
results are a good criterion of that. 
Are they? Experience shows that 
many who are head and shoulders 
over the others during the year are 
hopeless in exams because of. stage 
fright. Nervousness has meant the 
failure. of many a deserving candi- 
date, That is true of competitive 
tests in the true sense of that term. 
It is stil] more true of examinations 
in which schoolboys and schoolgirls 
are the victims. A quiet tatk with 
prospective candidates would do 
more to bring to light real talent 
than all the examinations ever {n- 
vented, and the reason is that a 
friendly talk does not terrify and 
examinations do. That method of 
testing school children is not 
quite so impossible as it 
looks, for the year is long, and 
in most schools the teachers are 
Pmany. It does not take a good 
teacher long to discover whether ao 
pupil is fit for promotion or is bet- 
ter placed where he is. The system 
could be controlled by inspection. 
Accuracy in Answering 

In examinations generally very 
little ‘consideration ‘seems to, be 
given to anything but the accuracy 
of the answering. It is, perhaps, 
dificult’ to have. it ptherwise on ac- 
count of the huge ‘niimber of candi- 
dates presenting themselves in the 


various centres the world over. But 
again little things might be attend- 
ed to without an undue increase of 
labour, Here agdin the imperson- 
ality of ‘the test is the obstacle. 
The personal element of contact 
swith the examinees is absent. Some 
candidates are extremely neat and 
olderly, others are not. After all 
is said and done the faculty or 
habit of neatness.and order is aa 
big an asset in the life of a child 
—and of a man, for that matter— 
as is its being able to spell longi- 
tudinarianism correctly. Definite 
marks should be set aside for neat- 
ness and the candidates should 
know that beforehand. In mathemna- 
tical papers there may be a Borla 
of difference in the methods uwed 
by two contestants to arrive at the 
correct solution. Yet if both have 
all their problems correct both get 
full marks, It is the well-ordered 
mind that is going to make the effi- 
cient citizen of tht future. It may 


not be as well stocked with erudi-| 


tion as the mind of some brilliant 
but slovenly student, but it will do 
more practical good. And yet these 
factors are rarely given due credit 
in an examination. An examination 
should be a test of the year’s work 
in all its phases not merely of the 
accuracy of answers to questions. 
On Leaving Schoo! 

Many of the pupils of the schools 
and colleges of Hong.Kong are go- 
ing in for their final test. With 
that examination their schoo! life 
ends and they: pasa from thelr 
teachers’ care to fend for them 
selves. They may have done excep- 
tionally well in their school course. 
They may have'taken first place 
time and time again in the public 
examinations. Are they - thereby 
made perfect « citizena, really pre- 
pared to face the battle of life? 
Examinations; may,’ show that 


{mentally they are fit'to hold thelr 


own against all comers, That fa 
not ‘enough.. How many of them 
have got the: moral training to 
enable them to-meet the dangers to 
which every boy and gir! is exposed 
through contact with ‘the’ outafde 
world?)

To 
do that work properly it is not 
enough to prepare them for 
examinations and for materia) suc- 
cess, they must be armed with the 
spiritual | helps necesaary, helps 
which the teacher, taking the place 
of parents who but too often neglect 
their duty, is bound in conacience 
to provide. Our ftdeal should be— 
and I am now speaking as a teacher 
to teachers—to send out the pupils 
entrusted to our care as well train- 
ed morally and mentally, and, I may 
add, physically, as we can train 
them, and only by the earnestness 
of our endeavour to reach that {deal 
and not by the results of examina- 
tions should our success at the end 
of the school year be judged.

Early Safety Efforts © 

Previous port safety codes had cen 
developed and published, Vancouver, 
B. C., taking tho lead on the Pacific 
Coast; the first one in United States 
ports was published by the Waterfront 
Employers’ of Seattle In March, 1928, 
This was the result of four years of 
work by the joint, safety committee of 
fongshoremen and employers which 
had been organized under the chair- 
manship of Jos, Weber of. Griffiths & 
Sprague Stevedoring Company, ond 
later Capt. R. C. Brennan, then of the 
Pacific S. §. Company, with M. E, Ar- 
kills as safety engineer, This com- 
mittee which was organized in 1924 
had met regularly and frequently, at 
least monthly, and out of the steve. 
doring experience of tho port had 
bullt up a series of practical rules 
which stood the test of operating con- 
ditions and has been effective in 
steadily reducing accidents. 

Another safety code was 
lished in September 1928, 
the Accident Prevention 
ment of the combined 
fie American Steamship Associa- 
tion, the Ship Owners’ Association of 
the Pacific and the Waterfront Em- 
ployera of San _Francisce. 2 

Still further ‘stimulus was given ac- 
cident prevention work by the pas- 
sage of the Lonshoromen’s and Har- 
bour Workers Compensation Act 
which required of the U. S. Em- 
ployees’ Compensation Commission ad- 
ministering tho Act that it recom- 
mends to Congress and shipping 
means for ‘preventing personal in- 
juries. It is the exprience of com- 
pensation legislation generally that 
accident prevontion legislation closely 
follows on compensation legislation 
and in fact proves to be the most 
beneficial result,’

The first stage is passed, namely, 
passage of ‘the Compensation Act. 
Shipping on the Pacific Coast has been 
rapidly advancing into: the second 
stage, namoly, drafting. a considered, 
moderate, practical code accepted by 
all parties at interest in shipping, re- 
inforced by the competent representa- 
tives of the’Commission in the per- 
sons of the Safety Engineer, Mr.

men. , 

Tt would appear as though we are 
entering on the third stage of develop- 
ment, namely, the application of this 
code to all branches of the industry.

EMPIRE PLANNING 


For many years it has been 
‘the endeavour in these columns 
to give expression to the view 
that our British Empire—now 
becoming so generally known as 

the British Commonwealth of 
Nations, almost following in this 
the Biblical expression “A Nation 
‘and a company of Nations,”’— 
that-this vast agglomeration of 
lands and peoples, is worthy of 
consideration as an economic 
.whole. For the purpose of the 
moment we are not concerned, nor 
are we going to argue, about 
whether . a broad line of fiscal 
policy or one set by narrower 
bounds would best.serve such an 
end. The main point for which 
we have always contended is that 
the varied resources of. our ‘com- 


ponent countries are such that wa" 


are capable of supplying our re- 
‘quirements, in practically all 
directions, if suitable organisa- 
tion and development: are etal 
ito our ald.- <4. 

Most people nowadays - ae 
travelled . some. distatice from 


such distances as embrace natitral 
resources ofall kinds, actual or 
potential; yet, lest the possessors 
should become too’ presumptuous, 
tempered withal with great tracts 
of arid lands, where, so far as 
knowledge goes, little develop- 
ment is practicable, or where. at- 
tempts have ended in no more 
than doubtful success. 

Inside this union the several 
States are virtually independent, 
and though this gives rise to 
anomalies and even abuses, so 
that it is now recognised that co- 
ordination is, desirable, the vari- 
ous components of the Union are 
extremely’ jealcus Of ‘thelr indi- 
vidual rights, For external pur- 
poses, however, the Federation 
acts as a single body, and, what- 
ever there may have been in the 
way of incidental disadvantages, 
it was a Federal policy which lay 
at the root of the great construc- 
tive programme which has result- 
ed in maintaining the whole 
country as a single internal mar- 
ket, from which external competi- 
tion has been by degrees virtual- 
ly eliminated. 

At long last the possibilities of 
our own vast Empire seem to be 
dawning: ' upon. -our people, and 
parties of “wari poll ical creeds

‘| attempt to dissociate themselves: 


are piping the same tune, with, 
of course, variations. It is a: 
long while since we first alluded 
to the fact that greater Empire 
trade ‘and “development ‘would rd- 
duce many.of the troubles we are 
with at Home, says “En- 
gineering,” which continues: 
Within recent weeks not only has 
Mr, J. H. Thomas definitely rang- 
ed himself on the same side but, 
from sq unpromising a sphere a3 
a trade union congress there now 
‘comes a recruit in the form of 
Mr. Ben'Tillett. We term such a 
congress unproimising, because 
‘none are so blind as those who

PHILIPPINES. MENACED 


“American Policy In The Pacific 


| pOTENTIAL THREAT 


The Difference Between Word And Deed

The Philippines, under American sovereignty, constitute a 


monkey wrench in the elaborate 


machinery being devised for naval 


* armament limitation. So contends a Japanese writer who declares 


that, so long as the ‘archipelago 


remains in its present status—“as 


part of the American Empire’—true limitation or reduction o£ 
f : 


naval armament will not succeed. 


Agreeménts and’compromises may be reached, he grants, but 


he is firm that they will not prove effective in preventing inter- 
national collisions, insisting that the Philippines, in their present 
status, “constitute a potential obstacle to the rational and scientific 
adjustment of Pacific affairs and hence represent a serious draw- 
back to a candid international debate on armament limitation.” 


POWERFUL NAVIES 


This view is not an isolated one, 
but similar sentiments have, been 
expressed by a large number of 
panera who contend that America's 
stand that nations should possess 
navies powerful enough for defen- 
sive purpose but not for offensive 
purpose is a very fine abstract 
theory, but is unworkable in prac- 
tice since, on this principle, Ameri- 
ca must have a navy strony enough 
to defend the Philippines. If she 
has a navy’ strong enough to de- 
fend the Philippines, which con- 
notes (1) preventing any other 
power seizing the islands, and (2) 
wresting the islands back from 
anyone who his taken them, it is 
argued that an American Navy 
capable of doing this, that is to 
say, capable of defending the “while 
American empire” would be power- 
ful enough to prove a potential 
threat to any other country in this 
region, and therefore, a threat to 
Japan, 

A SERIOUS CONSIDERATION 

“So long as the islands remain 
an integral part of America’s 
colonial, -possessioms,” he proceeds, 
“the lattes must be capable of de- 
fending them and, therefore must 
have a navy that no Japanese can 
regard as other than a silent and 
potential threat to this country. 
And so long as wealthy America 
insists on « powerful navy in con- 
sonance with the principle she has 
laid down, so long must we be. 
excused if we are practical-minded 
enough not to Hsten to Unele Sam 
when he assumes the role of a 
hich-sowled preacher and holds forth 
on international peace, love and 
amity.” | ' 

Say what they may, continues 
this writer, however altruistic may 
be the motives of a handful of 
statesmen, the simple truth is that, 
in spite of their declarations, cach 
nation fs trying to Nmit its arma- 
ment “in the spirit of militarism” 
—that is to say, “each is trying 
to secure ag good a position as 
possible, not from the angle of 
international harmony and pence, 
but from the standpoint of its own: 

“national defence." The writer then 
declares that there can be no pro- 
per national defence that lacks the 
power to strike, and challenges 
anyone to define, for practical pur- 
poses, where aggression begins and 
defence ends or vice vensa. It is a 
fundamental axiom of all schools 
of strategy, he proceeds, that attack 
ie the best defence and ‘declares 
that, in the Russo-Japanese war, 
it was Japan that hit first and 
hit suddenly. : Z . 

“The nature of the circumstances 
demanded it- and Kellogg Pact or 
no Kellogg Pact, such circumatances 
‘will continue to infiuence Admiral- 
‘ties and General Staffs as matters 
are today.

“The feel- 
ing of the Japanese people on this 
matter,” he anys, “is similar to 
what would be felt by the Ameri- 
cana if Japan had a group of is- 
lands, forming an excellent naval 
buse, between the Hawaiian islands 
and the Pacific coust and claimed 
the right of defending these ade- 
quately, The Philippines’ betng 
close to Japan's backyard naturally, 
raises apprehensions in our hearts,’ 
for a xood deal of castiyation owing 
to her alleged domineering and 
haughty attitude towards other 
nations, especially the nations of 
South and Central America. “This 
mentality i3 perceptible in her deal- 
ings with Far Eastern affairs too,” 
he writes, “and America’s mine-is- 
mineand thine-is-mine attitude has 
made a deep impression on ug, an 
impression that has been heighten-. 
ed and aggravated by the presence 
vf American territorial possessions 
xu close to our shores.” 
AN OBVIOUS SOLUTION 
The solution, it is suid, is obvious. 
The United States should grant the 
Philippines: their independence in 
accordance with the pledge to that 
effect made long ago, while Japan, 
Grent Britain, Holland and France 
—all with important interests in 
the Paclfic—should give guarantees 
agiinst threatening the integrity of 
this newly-formed state, even sign- 
ing a document pledging to ban 
agairat any one who ‘breaks the 
pledge. “Thus will an ever-present 
source of irritation and suspicion 
be effectively removed, thus will 
America’s pledge to the Filipinos 
| be redeemed in honour, and thus 
will it become, both theoretically 
and practically, possible to uphold 
the American proposal to cut down 
navies to a point where they «will 
ceugse to be anything else than 
honest-to-goodness flotillag of de- 
fence, in so far as the Pacific at 
any rate is concerned. America be- 
longs to the New World. She came 
into the Eastern Hemisphere by a 
pure accident, and thii accident, un- 
fortunately, converted her into an 
impertalist power ‘whose shadow 
has ‘been growing Targer and larger. 
America, in her own hemisphere has 
nothing to fear. We, on the con- 
trary, have Russia in the north and 
an uncertain China on the west. 
Why, also, the potential threat from 
the United States? If the United 
States quits the Philippines, it will 
be the greatest practical sSesture and 
act ever done to promote peace on 
the Pacific. Till, then, it can only 
be an uneasy game of suspicions 
watching that is exasperating to all 
concerned,” :

ment were well: advised in leaving 
the Commission alone in making a 
statement of policy of this kind. 
It would be wrong if it should be 
thought in India that in any. way

Dealing with the reasons for 
making a pronouncement without 
having consulted the Statutory 
Commission, Lord Parmoor said it 
was considered by the Government 
with the full concurrence of the 
Viceroy that, in view of inviting 
representatives of British-India 
and Indian States to attend the 
conference, it was very desirable 
to re-state clearly what was the 
purpose of Great Britain in regard 
to the Government of India. 

It was ascertained that the Com- 
misison were averse, to being 
associated in the correspondence 
‘in which this reaffirmation should 
appear, and the Government de- 
cided it should: be-made in an in- 
dependent document. The Gov- 
ernment were aware that the Sta- 
tutory Commission did not wish to 
be so associated, but they did not 
think that that precluded them 
from making a re-affirmation. 
They had the deepest anxiety to 
do nothing which would in. any 
way prejudice the position of the 
Statutory Commission. ~ British

MOTORS APPEAR AT 
CHUNGKING 


BEGINNINGS OF ROAD TO 
CHENGTU 


A GREAT CHANCE 
Chungking, October 17. 

Chungking residents ‘are now en- 
abled to observe, for the first time 
in ‘the history of this section of the 
province of Szechuan, a motor 
vehicle on land in actyal operation. 
Motor boats have been used here 
for many years.on the river. Now, 
for the price of thirty cents one 
may take a ride in a motor ’bus. on 
the new motor road which leads out 
of the city for two ‘or three miles 
in the direction of Chengtu. = 

Apparently the officials in charge 
of the motor road are determined 
that it shall be kept in good con- 
dition, for they have issued orders 
that no'ponies are to be allowed on 
it. It is quite in-order to ride a 
pony on the side-waiks! 

As ‘funds are scarce and the 
tenure of office of a Chinese officia) 
is uncertain, there is, apparently, 
no hope of seeing the road continu- 
ed. It lends out for a short dis- 
tance and suddenly ends, having ar- 
rived at no definite place except 
open country. The only advantage 
offered by the road, as already 
built, is that it leads through an 
area where it.is planned to build a 
new city and thus relieve the con: 
gested condition of the city within 
the walls. 

Although many of the Chungking 
city streets have been widened and 
improved, motor traffic within the 
walls Is not practicable. Bicycles, 


In increasing numbers, can be seen,. 


but as the streets are ulways crowd. 
ed, a bicycle cannot make’ much 
more speed than.can a two-bearer 
chair. ; 

Many months ago General Liu 
Hsiang is said to have ordered 
several ueroplanes, obviously for 
military purposes, None of these 
machines has arrived, as yet. It 
is difficult to see that they will be 
of any use if they do arrive, as 
there are no landing fields, and no 
trained men to operate or care for 
tha machines. An American firm, 
locally represented, is very keen on 
the introduction of aeroplanes into 
Szechuan. It is reported that two 
machines have already arrived, but 
whether they have actually been 
sold or will be held in stock against 
future requirements is not general- 
ly known, 

What this province really needs 
is a good motor road from Chung- 
king. to Chengtu. A motor truck 
service would be a boon to, trade, 
and would enable a journey, which 
now takes from cight to ten days, 
to be made in at most two days. 
Unfortunately, there appears to be 
no prospect of such a ‘road being 
built for some time to come. 

If reports of fighting in south 
and east China are correct, Sze- 
chuan would seem to be, probably, 
the most peaceful section of the 
country. There are many rumours 
of expected warfare here, but these 
must be taken-with reserve.

ROMANCE OF -PACIFIC 


History Of North-West Transportation 


THE GOLDEN. GATE 
: SS Se { 
When Railways First Ran To ’Frigco 


a : [By Dr. E. A. Bryan] 

In so far as the westward flowing tide had its objective in the 
Pacific Northwest, it came ag far as it could via‘the railroad. The 
policy of offering every facility to actual settlers to bring their stock 
und household goods by rai! was adopted by the railways. Settlers 
looking toward Idaho, western Oregon or eastern Washington came 
as far as Ogden or some.other point in Utah or Nevada, disembark- 
ed their stock and effects and went the rest of the way by waggon. 


NORTH FROM SACRAMENTO | 


Settlers sceking the Willamette 
Valley or western Washington went 
‘Jon to the Golden Gate and thence 
north by steamer to the Columbia 
River or Puget Sound. Some'indeed 
went northward from Sacramento 
or -San Francisco up the Sacra- 
mento River Valley over the moun- 
tains to Oregon and Washington. 
The overland freight trains drawn 
by oxen or horses continued over- 
land from eligible points such as 
Ogden or other like points, as did 
also the stage passenger, express 
and mail linea, all of them doing a 
constant and profitable business to 
the Northwest, both inland and out- 

ward bound. 

Livestock . 

As the livestock industry develop. 
ed, animals were driven. on foot 
from all points inland to the nearest 
eligible .point on the Union’ or 
Central Pacific and thence east. 
The native horse, called the cayuse, 
as produced jn Oregon and Wash- 
ington was larger'and stronger than 
the well known Texas bronchos. 
This was due largely to the vastly 
better ranges of the Pacifie North- 
west, though in part it was due to 
the infiltration of better blood from 
horses’ imported or brought by

Harry Villard 

Harry Villard was a well-educat- 
ed German who was a war corres- 
pondent during our Civil War and 
Jater in Europe during the French- 
Prussian war.

The latter connection 
with German capitalists had 
brought him to the Oregon coast. 

In 1876, the Oregon Railway and 
Navigation Company was formed 
and the afore-mentioned Oregon 
Steam Navigation Company was 
also the Oregon Steamship Com- 
pany plying between Portland and 
San Francisco and with railway 
Hines up the Willamette Valley.

Good Navigation 

To begin with, for the first 
stretch of 100 miles up from the 
mouth uf the Columbia to the mouth 
of its tributary, the Willamette, 
there was tide water and good 
navigation (except for the bar at 
the mouth) from the earliest day. 
Indeed, thore was good water on up 
the Willamette to the falls at 
Oregon City, some 16 miles above 
Portland, and on up the Columbin 
from Vancouver to the Cascades, 
some 40 miles east of Vancouver. 
Another strip of 60 miles ‘of good 
water from the Cascades to The 
Dalles followed.

road, capitalized at 160 million 
dollars, it was to be completed in 
1870. It was, to receive as a land 
grant alternate sections each sido 
the line for 20 miles in states and 
for 40 miles: in territories, The 
theory was that the remaining 
government sections would be 
doubled in price and go the govern- 
ment would lose nothing by the gift. 
$117,000,000 

Two years passed with little ac 
complished and the time of comple. 
tion was extended, A second ex: 
tension wns granted to begin in 
1870 and to be completed in 1877, 
The estimated cost at that time waa 
160 million dollars, . When Isaac I, 
Stevens in 1853 had made the 
original aurvey, his estimate of ‘the 
cost to Puget Sound wes 117 mil- 
lion. .*His survey ran up the' 
Missouri river, while the surveys 
adopted ater by the North- 
ern Pacifle crossed the river 
where Bismark is and ran 
west to and up the Yellow- 
stone. Stevens had proposed to 
cross the Bitter Roots above Wal- 
Jace, Idaho, and run down to Lake 
Coeur d'Alene. The surveys in the 
‘60's, after . crossing the, Rockies 


Jncar Butte, followed the Hell Gate 


river down to where Missoula ‘now 
stands; it then followed the Mis- 
soula river to its junction with 
Clarkes Fork, the Clirkes Fork 
river to Pend Oreille Lake, thence 
along the lake crossing the Pend 
Oreille river a little below Sand 
Point and on over into the Spokane 
Valley, thence southward to Pasco. 
Two lines were surveyed, one down 
the right bank of the Columbia to 
the Cowlitz river and thence to the 
sound, the other up the Yakima 
river and over the Cascade Moun. 
‘tains at Stampede Pass to the 
sound,” ’ 

Construction was begun at both 
the west and east ends of the 
Northern Pacifig in 1870. In the 
west, the Northern Pacific was be- 
gun at Kalama on the Columbia, 
near the mouth of the Cowlitz river. 
An old trajl and road ran from here 
on to where Chehalis now stands 
and ‘on over the gravelly prairies 
‘to the mouth of the Nisqually river.

this time controlled the O. R, & Ni 
company as well as the Northern 
Pacific, which greatly {facilitated 
Northern Pacific construction from 
Pasco. (or rather from Old 
Ainsworth at the very month of the 
Snake) eastward and gave great 
profit to the O. R. & N. in hauling 
the steel and other freight to this 
point. When the roads (0.-W. R. 
& Nand N. P.) were Joined at 
Wallula and through trains over 
the N. P, were running (1883), all 


‘passengers and freight traffie from 


the East to Tacoma and the Sound 
crossed the Snake river near Pasco. 
ran down the O.-W. R. & N. to Port. 
land and on down the Columbia to 
Globe opposite Kalama, croagsed on 
n huge ferry and thence up the 
Cowlitz river to Tacoma. It was 
some time before [ots was rail 
connection with Seattle. It was not 
until 1887 that the N. P. was com- 
pleted up the Yakima valley and 
over the Stampede Pass to the 
sound, It had reached Yakima in 
1884 and Ellensburg in 1886, 

The glorification over the com- 
pletion of the Northern Pacific waa 
turned into mourning in some quar- 
ters, for Villard failed very. soon 
after its completion and resigned 
the. presidency. The 
branch ‘was constructed as far as 
Moscow and Génesee in ‘1888. 
The O.-W. R. & N. did not reach 
Spokane until 1890, 

In 1893. again the Northern 
Pacific went into the hands of re- 
ceivers and continued so until 1897, 
A reorganization was then effected 
in which J. P. Morgan and James J. 
Hill bought control of the Northern 
Pacific and reorganized it under 
the corporate’ name, Thi Northern 
Pacific Railway Company. Ita 
cartier name had been the: Northern 
Pacific Railroad Company. Sinca 
that date the great line has con- 
tinued to develop and prosper, 

These ‘two great systems, the 
Union Pacific and the North- 
ern Pacific,; for the past 30 
years have served the developing 
Pacific Northwest faithfully and 
have been among the great builders 
of the Inland Empire and the North. 
west coast region. They have 
prospered as it-has prospered.

the Northwest, is wholly in. 
complete." The romantic story 
of the building of the Great 
Northern, of the purchase of the 
C, B. and Q. by the Great Northern 
and the Northern Pacific, or rather
